WASHINGTON (AP) - The

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S. Court of Appeals is block­ 
ing a $1 5-billion a year in­ 
crease in natural gas price ceil­ 
ings while opponents seek to 
cancel the new ceilings 
The court issued an order 
Wednesday to tem porarily stop 
the higher rate ceilings ap­ 
proved on Tuesday by the Fed 
eral Power Commission. Oppo 
nents said the new rate ceilings 
are so close to rates charged 
for unregulated intrastate gas 
that they amount to an FPC a t­ 
tempt to abandon its legal re­ 
sponsibility to regulate inter­ 
state prices. 
A coalition of 16 petitioners 
challenged the FPC rate ceil­ 
ings Wednesday, asking the ap­ 
pellate court to prevent collec­ 
tion of higher rates until the 
court hears the case The order 
granting a delay did not say if

DISTORTED REALITY OF 
TV’S HEAVY VIEWER 
Instead 
of worrying that 
violence on television stimulates 
people to commit violent or 
aggressive acts, we should be 
more concerned about how it 
distorts our view of the real 
world. 
This is the contention of two 
University 
of 
Pennsylvania 
researchers, who have con­ 
ducted surveys over the past 
four years to find out how people 
are affected by watching 
television. 
Heavy TV viewers “see the 
real world as more dangerous 
and frightening than those who 
watch very little,” write George 
Gerbner and Larry Gross in an 
article entitled “The Scary 
World of TV’s Heavy Viewer,” 
in Psychology Today magazine. 
They define heavy viewers as 
those who watch television four 
or more hours a day. About a 
third of all adult Americans fall 
into this category, they say. 


Nearly half the children 12 years 
of age watch sue or more hours 
of 
television 
daily 
on 
the 
average. 
When asked to estimate their 
own chances of being involved in 
some type of violence during 
any given week, heavy TV 
viewers were 33 per cent more 
likely than light viewers (those 
who watch two hours or less a 
day) to pick such fearful odds as 
50-50 or one in 10, rather than the 
more accurate estimate of one 
in 100. 
Heavy TV viewers also 
overestimated the percentage of 
Americans 
who 
hold 
professional or managerial jobs 
such as doctors, lawyers and 
executives, groups that are 
found twice as commonly on TV 
as in U.S. society at large. 
Heavy viewers were also 
more likely than light viewers to 
overestimate the number of 
males employed in law en­ 
forcement, apparently due to 
the fact that about 20 per cent of 
those pictured on television are 
engaged in law enforcement 
compared to less than one per 
cent in the real world. 
As an example of how we tend 
to look on television characters 
as representatives of the real 
world, the researchers cite a 
stunning 250,000 letters that 
poured in requesting medical 
advice 
of 
“Marcus 
Welby, 
M.D.” during the first five years 
of his practice on TV. 
Television, say Gerbner and 
Gross, 
offers 
“a 
universal 
curriculum that everyone can 
learn”—and therein lies its 
peril. The fact that most TV 


“ action-adventure’’ dramas 
take place in urban settings may 
be contributing to the current 
fight of the middle class from 
our cities, they believe, and may 
also bring increasing demands 
for police protection and elec­ 
tion of law-and-order politicians. 
“Instead of threatening the 
social order,” they conclude, 
“television may become our 
chief instrument of social 
control.”

In the old days, lightning- 
induced forest fires burned 1,000 
• acre swaths in a single blaze, 
destroying trees, wildlife as well 
as the surface of the Earth. Then 
modern forestry made a change. 
Before ecology and conservation 
became household words, the 
timber 
industry 
pooled 
its 
resources with public foresters 
for immediate suppression of 
fires whenever nature went on a 
rampage. Forest fire losses 
were reduced 90 per cent in the 
last 35 years, and scientific 
research carried on largely by 
private industry, resulted in the 
development of faster- growing 
strains of trees that cut in half 
the time required to grow a new 
forest. Reforestation programs 
are restoring 1.5 million acres of 
forest land each year. With this 
kind of record, environmentalist 
groups should be handing out 
bouquets to the timber industry 
and the Forest Service who are 
responsible for enhancing one of 
the 
nation’s 
most valuable 
renewable natural resources. 
Instead, the opposite is hap­ 
pening. 
In Alaska, one en­ 
vironmental group has resorted 
to the courts for the past 5 years 
to block the long- term sale of 8 
billion board feet of ripe timber. 
Half of these trees are now dead 
or dying. Similar examples of 
shortsighted roadblocks erected 
by some groups professing deep, 
but often misguided, concern for 
the environment are common. 
The tragedy of these acts goes 
far beyond aesthetics or the 
merit of uses to which we put our 
trees. As we continue to import 
oil and other depleting resources 
at an increased cost, the outflow 
of U.S. dollars could overwhelm 
our capacity to pay, unless the 
sales of goods to other nations 
are increased. U.S. agricultural 
and forest products in huge 
demand worldwide will have to 
be a major part of this new 
trade. 
With 
proper 
management, U.S. timberlands 
can survive and produce for all 
time. As one forest industry 
official has said, “We received 
ample warning of the energy 
crisis, but went blindly on our 
way, debating the merits of 
pipelines, 
exploration 
and 
refinery sites versus cold homes 
and silent, jobless factories. 
Now we face a timber crisis ... 
How long will we debate this 
time? We have time to act, but 
that time is running out.”

ENDURING LEGACY 
OF CONSUMER 
DECADE

WASHINGTON - 
In the 
cause of saving the taxpayers’ 
money. Rep. Otto Passman, D- 
La., has traveled to faraway 
countries and has told their 
respective potentates which 
companies they should do busi­ 
ness with if they want U.S. aid. 
He has also told the U S. offi­ 
cials, who disburse the aid, when 
to ship certain commodities and 
how much to ship. Our sources 
have been present when Pass­ 
man has called about an alloca­ 
tion, say. of rice to a needy coun­ 
try. “That’s not a good idea,” he 
lias said. 
On other occasions, he has 
complained about contracts to 
companies that he doesn’t favor. 
Their bids, he has declared 
sternly, are "improper.” 
Government officials have 
often found it more expedient to 
accept his suggestions than to 
risk losing their appropriations. 
For the 77-year-old Passman is 
the Lord High Executioner in 
charge of cutting foreign aid 
budgets in the House. 
His constant interventions 
with food shipments has aroused 
the curiosity of the Agriculture 
Department, State Department 
and the FBI. Indeed, the FBI is 
investigating Passman’s rela­ 
tionship with the companies that 
have been getting foreign aid 
contracts. 
The Agriculture Department 
is also investigating whether the 
old curmudgeon has tried to 
manipulate the'--commodities 


market by influencing overseas 
sales. 
These are charges that he has 
denied, with righteous outrage. 
He has sworn to us, by all that he 
holds holy, that he intervened 
solely to save the taxpayers' 
money and to help all-American 
companies. 
Otto Passman was born at the 
turn of the century to tenant far­ 
mers and was brought up on un­ 
seasoned corn bread and clab­ 
bered milk. At age 10. he was 
hired out to a neighboring 
farmer for $5 a month. 
He decided to make his own 
way in the world after he turned 
14. He dropped out of the fourth 
grade, worked on a cotton-and- 
rice farm for a while and even­ 
tually got a job in a grocery 
store. 
The memory of his grim child­ 
hood developed in him a fierce 
attachment for every dollar he 
ever earned. He managed to 
hang on to enough money to in­ 
vest in one business after 
another. His Passman Wholesale 
Equipment Company, a com­ 
mercial refrigeration firm and 
Passman Investment Company 
thrived under his tight fist 
While he treated every dollar 
with tenderness, he was not un­ 
mindful of those less blessed. He 
tithed to the church and became 
an active Mason. When friends 
were down on their luck, he was 
available for a loan and a lecture 
on economy. 
Passman became admired in 


Monroe, La, whose burghers 
elected him to Congress in 1946. 
He made foreign aid his 
specialty. His knowledge of the 
intimate details of foreign aid is 
unparalleled. Or as one of his 
colleagues once said in ex­ 
asperation: “(Passman) knows 
the number of coat hangers they 
have in Khartoum, but not what 
the AID program is doing in the 
Sudan.” 
He developed a special in­ 
terest in rice. This might seem 
natural enough, since his native 
Louisiana is the nation's leading 
rice producer. But the company 
that usually benefited from 
Passman’s intervention in rice 
matters was located in New 
Jersey. 
The Connell Rice and Sugar 
Company of Westfield, N.J., has 
wound up with export contracts, 
worth $680 million, during the 
last seven years. This is roughly 
half of the $1.3 billion that the 
Food for Peace Program has ex­ 
ported during this time. 
Passman has also been partial 
to the St John Maritime Com­ 
pany, which has had equally 
good fortune in getting freight 
contracts to ship food to needy 
nations. 
In 1973, for example, Passman 
flew to Saigon for discussions 
with then-President Thieu. 
Sources privy to their conversa­ 
tion said Passman had urged 
Thieu to utilize St John ships to 
haul grain to South Vietnam. 
The Louisiana legislator ex­ 
plained his power over the 
foreign aid budget, according to 
our sources. 
This made such an impression 
on Thieu that he later dis­ 
patched his Minister of Econo­ 
my to Louisiana to relay per­ 
sonally to Passman the good 
news that St. John had been 
awarded the shipping contracts. 
Passman also impressed upon 
US. officials, who had to ap­ 
prove the shipping agent that 
St. John wqp “in the best posi­ 


tion” to fill the contract say our 
sources. 
The Congressman confirmed 
that Grover Connell, the owner of 
the favored New Jersey com­ 
pany, is a close personal friend of 
his. But Passman insisted that he 
had met St John’s owner, Harry 
J. Smith, only once. “TTie man 
has never called me, and I have 
never called him,” said Pass­ 
man. 
Passman assisted St John, he 
said, to keep the business in the 
United States. His other interven­ 
tions -- blocking a rice shipment 
to Cambodia, arranging three 
rice deals in South Korea, ques­ 
tioning a contract with East 
Pakistan, to name a few -- have 
been instigated to save money, 
he said. 
Bellowing Bella: We found 
out last week why Rep. Bella 
Abzug, D.-N.Y., is called “Bellow­ 
ing Bella.” She is renowned on 
Capitol Hill for her short fuse and 
her booming voice. Her fiery 
temperament has driven 
numerous aides to seek employ­ 
ment in more placid surround­ 
ings.

She is “on 
top of the heap," she bellowed 
loud enough to hear without a 
telephone. 
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that year, 
mighty General 
Motors admitted that it had 
hired private detectives to in­ 
vestigate Nader, who had 
written a book attacking the 
auto industry in general and 
GM’s Corvair in particular, and 
the name of the then-unknown 
lawyer became a household 
word and a symbol of aroused 
consumer militancy. 
Americans were to witness the 
passage of a profusion of laws 
mandating not only a series of 
new safety and emisssion 
controls on automobiles but a 
general clean-up of our air and 
water. There was sudden public 
concern about the quality of the 
environment, 
which found 
legislative 
expression 
inthe 
creation of the Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 
and 
numerous other bureaus. 
Dedicated young law students 
flocked to Washington to enlist 
in “Nader’s Raiders” and began 
haunting the halls of the 
regulatory agencies, poking into 
the operations of Congress itself 
and issuing voluminous and 
critical reports on everything 
from nuclear reactor safety to 
impurities in drinking water to 
alleged cancer- causing drugs 
and food additives. 
Not all of the consumer- 
related developments of the past 
10 years can be credited to (or 
blamed on) Ralph Nader, of 
course. President Johnson had 
been prodding Congress to do 
something 
about automobile 
safety long before the famousing 
hearings, 
and 
en­ 
vironmentalism 
had 
early 
heroes in John Muir and Gifford 
Pinchot and others. 
But it is interesting to 
speculate about what the history 
of this decade would have been 
like 
if 
consumerism 
and 
everything that term has come 
to signify had not been given 
such an initial boost by GM’s 
foolishness. 
How much better off is the 
ordinary American because of 
the efforts of the consumer 
advocates and public interest 
spokesmen? Have the benefits 
been commensurate with all the 


sound and fury — as well as the 
costs? 
We might, for one thing, still 
be driving Corvairs, a fine little 
car. A number of lawsuits 
alleging safety defects were 
brought against it but none stood 
up in court. It was the Arab- 
inspired gasoline shortage of 
1973 and the resulting 55-m.p.h. 
highway speed limit, not heavier 
bumpers or seat belts or war­ 
ning flashers, which drastically 
cut the toll of traffic fatalities. 
Certainly pollution was a 
growing 
problem 
that 
demanded national attention. 
Great progress has been made 
in this area, and not even in­ 
dustry, for all its complaining 
about the expense and the 
pettifogging regulations, would 
want to go back to the old ways. 
But there has also been a less 
felicitous aftereffect of this era 
in the form of widespread 
popular distrust of corporations 
and disenchantment with the 
capitalist system itself. Had 
ascetic and unsmiling Ralph 
Nader ever had anything good to 
say about American business, 
even 
once, 
perhaps f the 
Czechoslovakian counterpart of' 
the CIA would not have toyed 
with the idea of recruiting him, 
as was recently revealed. 
All in all, however, it has been 
a worthwhile and fruitful 
decade, despite its excesses. 
The nation’s goal in the are area 
of pollution control are within 
grasp and corporate America 
evinces a continuing awareness 
of its social responsibilities. 
There will probably never 
again be such an upsurge of 
“consumerism” 
in America. 
Yet while we have learned much 
about our limitations as a 
nation, we have learned much 
more about our abilities to 
achieve desired goals. 
The legacy will endure.

Carter Camp ‘Scandal’? 
Labor Chiefs Angered by 
Georgian’s Pollster’s Link with 
Saudi Arabia 
NEW YORK — In a gracious 
mid-Manhattan 
salon 
last 
Wednesday evening, 
several 
world-renowned 
politically 
active labor leaders were- 
chatting quietly over (»«-dinner 
drinks. Their most delectable 
hors d’ oeuvre was their inner 
circle’s latest bit of intelligence: 
They had heard that Sen. 
Barry 
Goldwater and Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller 
had been telephoneing each 
other for weeks now. And that 
the Arizonan had urged Rocky to 
“get in it” if it appeared that 
Jerry Ford was stopped. 
And that Goldwater had said 
he would personally nominate 
Rockefeller. 
The labor chiefs spoke wist­ 
fully. They were pledged to 
Jimmy Carter. But their ardor 
was as cold as the hands which 
rocked the iced drinks. 
Their intelligence is accurate. 
Goldwater 
and 
Rockefeller 
“have been having a love feast” 
recently, according to an in­ 
timate of the Vice President. 
But “the conditions don’t exist 
and all we want to do now is to 
avoid embarrassing ourselves, 
wrap up here (Washington-VR) 
and go home,” the Rockefeller 
confidant said the next morning. 
With this on the record it 
should be added that the 
powerful 
American 
labor 
movement, which its elder chief 
George Meany 
has thrown 
behind Carter, is of many kinds. 
Meany has said, “We will give 
him the all-out support of the 
AFL-CIO. We’ll give him aU the 
support that we can legitimately 
and legally give him through our 
COPE organization, through our 
central bodies (almost900--VR), 
through our state federations 
(50), 
through 
our 
national 
unions, through our COPE Area 
committees-the entire bit.” 
And then with characteristic 
hammer-through 
emphasis, 
Meany added: “And the reason I 
say it will be all-out support is 
the fact that I cannot find 
anyone at any level in the of­ 
ficial family of the American 
labor movement who is going to 
be for Gerald Ford.” 
That’s true-officially. Now. 
But there are many in the of­ 
ficial 
family 
who are for 
President Ford. Especially if 
he’s nominated. They’re not 
moving now, nor are they 
publicly asking for observers’ 
passes to the Republican 
national convention. Quietly, 
yes. But they aren’t booking air 
tickets to Kansas City until they 
are certain Ronald Reagan 
hasn’t dumped Ford. 
And that’s as positive as the 
Viking on Mars. These labor 
chiefs are disturbed. They’ve 
nothing against Carter per­ 
sonally. They don’t know him. 
But, for example, they’re 
uneasy over the latest brouhaha 
over the 
Georgian’s young 
political pollster, Pat Caddell. 
As they see it and said it: 
Caddell is a highly paid adviser 
to Saudi Arabia and therefore a 
threat to Isreal. The Saudi oil 
kingpom insists that Jersusalem 


be the capital of Islam. Not of 
Israel. Not the holy place of the 
Catholic faith. 
This disturbs the AFL-CIO 
national leaders. And they have 
been Israel’s most powerful 
support force-second only to the 
Israeli army. 
Many of the movement’s most 
influential leaders, Jew and 
Gentile alike, have a brother-to- 
brother 
relationship 
with , 
Isreal’s 
labor 
federation, 
Histadrut. One of the most 
active is Sol (Chick) Chaikin, 
president of the International 
Ladies’ 
Garment Workers’ 
Union, which, I do believe, in­ 
vented labor’s political action in 
the days of the Gibson Girl 
blouses and high-button shoes. 


Chick Chaikin, an Air Force 
veteran, long has been the 
dynamo of the national labor 
committee for Histadrut in the 
U.S. Well, he was called by the 
Carter camp. The candidate 
wanted to see him alone in New 
York. Thursday (July 22). And 
for sound political reason. 
Chaikin was head of the 
Jackson 
labor 
committee. 
Chaikin got out the largest 
number of Jackson primary 
voters 
in 
Massachusetts. 
Chaikin’s union quadrennially 
runs the nation’s most massive 
pre-election street rally—in the 
rag jungle--for its presidential 
candidate. It draws up to 400,000 
demonstrators. 
Always 
the 
ladies’ garment union puts its 
money where its mouth is. 
Of course Chaikin saw Carter. 
And this was after the nominee 
had defended Caddell. 
The previous day Carter had 
said: 


“I’m the ultimate one who 
makes decisions about policy 
concerning international affairs 
and I do not see anything wrong 
or improper about Mr. Caddell 
serving Saudi Arabia or other 
nations in the Middle East. ” 
Well that will explode a 
problem right in the face of the 
national labor chiefs. Few doubt 
Jimmy Carter’s sincerity. But 
they don’t trust Caddell’s 
policies, 
which 
C arter’s 
headquarters 
pay him 
to 
produce and off«'. 
“It’s a money scandal, not 
ideological,” said one chap 
highly placed in the AFL-CIO’s 
national 
headquarters 
in 
Washington. 
And, as the campaign rolls on, 
if it’s Carter in the final heat 
with Jerry Ford, there may be 
defections in labor’s official 
family. It’s axiomatic that a 
national slot for Rockefeller 
would shear chunks off the 
towering COPE machine~and 
would glob up the gears of the 
regional “bodies" and even slow 
the drives by the AFL-CIO’s 
black,. youth, Latin-American 
and

organizations. Most of COPE’S 
regional machinery depends on 
the political largesse of the 
national labor chief.

Instead 
of 
worrying 
that 
violence on television stimulates 
people to commit violent or 
aggressive acts, we should be 
more concerned about how it 
distorts our view of the real 
world 
This is the contention of two 
University 
of 
Pennsylvania 
researchers, 
who have con­ 
ducted surveys over the past 
four years to find out how people 
are 
affected 
by 
watching 
television. 
Heavy TV viewers “see the 
real world as more dangerous 
and frightening than those who 
watch very little," write George 
Gerbner and Larry Gross in an 
article 
entitled 
“The Scary 
World of TV’s Heavy Viewer." 
in Psychology Today magazine 
They define heavy viewers as 
those who watch television four 
or more hours a day. About a 
third of all adult Americans fall 
into this category, they say. 


Nearly half the children 12 years 
of age watch six or more hours 
of 
television 
daily 
on 
the 
average. 
When asked to estimate their 
own chances of being involved in 
some type of violence during 
any given week, heavy TV 
viewers were 33 per cent more 
likely than light viewers (those 
who watch two hours or less a 
day) to pick such fearful odds as 
50-50 or one in 10, rather than the 
more accurate estimate of one 
in 100. 
Heavy 
TV 
viewers 
also 
overestimated the percentage of 
Am ericans 
who 
hold 
professional or managerial jobs 
such as doctors, lawyers and 
executives, 
groups 
that are 
found twice as commonly on TV 
as in U.S. society at large. 
Heavy 
viewers 
were also 
more likely than light viewers to 
overestimate the number of 
males employed in law en­ 
forcement, apparently due to 
the fact that about 20 per cent of 
those pictured on television are 
engaged in law enforcement 
compared to less than one per 
cent in the real world. 
As an example of how we tend 
to look on television characters 
as representatives of the real 
world, the researchers cite a 
stunning 250,000 letters that 
poured in requesting medical 
advice 
of 
“ Marcus 
Welby, 
M.D.” during the first five years 
of his practice on TV. 
Television, say Gerbner and 
Gross, 
offers 
“a 
universal 
curriculum that everyone can 
learn’’—and 
therein lies its 
p»*ril The fact that most TV 


“ action-adventure" dram as 
take place in urban settings may 
be contributing to the current 
fight of the middle class from 
our cities, they believe, and may 
also bring increasing demands 
for police protection and elec­ 
tion of law-and-order politicians. 
“ Instead of threatening the 
social order,” they conclude, 
“television may become our 
chief instrum ent of social 
control.”

ENVIRONMENTAL OSCAR 
IS DESERVED 
In the old days, lightning- 
induced forest fires burned 1,000 
- acre swaths in a single blaze, 
destroying trees, wildlife as well 
as the surface of the Earth. Then 
modern forestry made a change. 
Before ecology and conservation 
became household words, the 
timber 
industry 
pooled 
its 
resources with public foresters 
for immediate suppression of 
fires whenever nature went on a 
rampage. 
Forest fire losses 
were reduced 90 pier cent in the 
last 35 years, and scientific 
research carried on largely by 
private industry, resulted in the 
development of faster- growing 
strains of trees that cut in half 
the time required to grow- a new 
forest. Reforestation programs 
are restoring 1.5 million acres of 
forest land each year. With this 
kind of record, environmentalist 
groups should be handing out 
bouquets to the timber industry 
and the Forest Service who are 
responsible for enhancing one of 
the 
nation’s 
most 
valuable 
renewable natural resources. 
Instead, the opposite is hap­ 
pening. 
In Alaska, one en­ 
vironmental group has resorted 
to the courts for the past 5 years 
to block the long- term sale of 8 
billion board feet of ripe timber. 
Half of these trees are now dead 
or dying. Similar examples of 
shortsighted roadblocks erected 
by some groups professing deep, 
but often misguided, concern for 
the environment are common. 
The tragedy of these acts goes 
far beyond aesthetics or the 
merit of uses to which we put our 
trees As we continue to import 
oil and other depleting resources 
at an increased cost, the outflow 
of U.S. dollars could overwhelm 
our capacity to pay, unless the 
sales of goods to other nations 
are increased. U.S agricultural 
and forest products in huge 
demand worldwide will have to 
be a major part of this new 
trade. 
With 
proper 
management, U.S. timberlands 
can survive and produce for all 
time. As one forest industry 
official has said, “We received 
ample warning of the energy 
crisis, but went blindly on our 
way, debating the merits of 
pipelines, 
exploration 
and 
refinery sites versus cold homes 
and silent, jobless factories. 
Now we face a timber crisis ... 
How long will we debate this 
time? We have time to act, but 
that time is running out.”

ENDURING LEGAC Y 
OF CONSUMER 
DECADE 
The past 10 years might well 
be called the decade of the 
consumer, if not of Ralph Nader. 
It was in the spring of 1966 
during the Senate's hearings on 
automobile 
safety 
that 
the 
m o d ern 
c o n su m e ris m 
movement may propierly be said 
to have been born In March of 


that 
year, 
mighty 
General 
Motors admitted that it had 
hired private detectives to in­ 
vestigate Nader, 
who had 
written a book attacking the 
auto industry in general and 
GM’s Corvair in particular, and 
the name of the then-unknown 
lawyer became a household 
word and a symbol of aroused 
consumer militancy. 
Americans were to witness the 
passage of a profusion of laws 
mandating not only a series of 
new safety 
and emisssion 
controls on automobiles but a 
general clean-up of our air and 
water. There was sudden public 
concern about the quality of the 
environm ent, 
which 
found 
legislative 
expression 
inthe 
creation of the Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 
and 
numerous other bureaus. 
Dedicated young law students 
flocked to Washington to enlist 
in “ Nader’s Raiders" and began 
haunting 
the halls of the 
regulatory agencies, poking into 
the operations of Congress itself 
and issuing 
voluminous and 
critical reports on everything 
from nuclear reactor safety to 
impurities in drinking water to 
alleged cancer- causing drugs 
and food additives. 
Not all of the consumer- 
related developments of the past 
10 years can be credited to (or 
blamed on) Ralph Nader, of 
course President Johnson had 
been prodding Congress to do 
something 
about 
automobile 
safety long before the famousing 
hearings, 
and 
en­ 
vironm entalism 
had 
early 
heroes in John Muir and Gifford 
Pinchot and others. 
But 
it 
is interesting 
to 
speculate about what the history 
of this decade would have been 
like 
if 
consum erism 
and 
everything that term has come 
to signify had not been given 
such an initial boost by GM's 
foolishness. 
How much better off is the 
ordinary American because of 
the efforts of the consumer 
advocates and public interest 
spokesmen? Have the benefits 
been commensurate with all the 


sound and fury — as well as the 
costs? 
We might, for one thing, still 
be driving Corvairs, a fine little 
car. 
A 
number of lawsuits 
alleging safety defects were 
brought against it but none stood 
up in court. It was the Arab- 
inspired gasoline shortage of 
1973 and the resulting 55-m.p h. 
highway speed limit, not heavier 
bumpers or seat belts or war­ 
ning flashers, which drastically 
cut the toll of traffic fatalities. 
Certainly 
pollution 
was 
a 
growing 
problem 
that 
demanded national attention. 
Great progress has been made 
in this area, and not even in­ 
dustry, for all its complaining 
about 
the expense and the 
pettifogging regulations, would 
want to go back to the old ways. 
But there has also been a less 
felicitous aftereffect of this era 
in 
the 
form 
of widespread 
popular distrust of corporations 
and disenchantment with the 
capitalist system itself. Had 
ascetic and unsmiling Ralph 
Nader ever had anything good to 
say about American business, 
even 
once, 
perhaps t the 
Czechoslovakian counterpart of' 
the CIA would not have toyed 
with the idea of recruiting him, 
as was recently revealed 
All in all, however, it has been 
a 
worthwhile 
and 
fruitful 
decade, despite its excesses. 
The nation’s goal in the are area 
of pollution control are within 
grasp and corporate America 
evinces a continuing awareness 
of its social responsibilities. 
There will probably never 
again be such an upsurge of 
"consumerism" 
in 
America. 
Yet while we have learned much 
about 
our 
limitations as a 
nation, we have learned much 
more about our abilities to 
achieve desired goals. 
The legacy will endure.

Homemakers Assn. hears report 


Bonds-Lemons 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Americans who fail to eat a 
balanced diet or eat too much 
are promoting their chances for 
cancer, five scientists told Con­ 
gress. 
However, the scientists were 
cautious when asked for details 
on what specific foods and 
brands would be either good or 
bad for an individual. 


Improper diets are related to 
60 per cent of all types of can­ 
cer in women and 41 per cent 
of those in men, Dr. Gio B. 
Gori, deputy director of the Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute's divi­ 
sion of cancer cause and pre­ 
vention, told the Senate Select 
Nutrition 
Committee 
on 
Wednesday. 


The scientists were careful to 
emphasize that an imbalanced 
diet has not been found to be a 
cause of cancer but rather is 
associated with the disease’s 
development. 
An excess of fats, for ex­ 
ample, has been especially 
linked in research to breast and 
colon cancer, they said. The 
panelists would not condemn 
any specific types or brands of 
food, despite urging by some 
senators. 
Gori said that he thought 
“any modification of our diet in 
the right direction should effect 


* uecune in the. incidences of 
these cancers in five to ten 
years.” By way of comparison, 
if everyone stopped smoking, 
he said, it would be 10 years 
before lung cancer cases would 
noticeably decline nationwide. 
Smoking is “the single, clear­ 
est cause” of cancer, he said, 
and “the most preventable.... 
We don’t need to smoke, we do 
need to eat.” 
Others on the panel were 
Drs. Gerald Wogan, professor 
of food toxicology at the Mas­ 
sachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology; Dave Kritchezski, of 
Philadelphia’s Wistar Institute; 
Ernest L. Wynder, president of 
the American Health Founda­ 
tion and editor of foe Pre­ 
ventative Medicine Journal; 
and D.M. Hegsted, nutrition 
professor at Harvard Univer­ 
sity School of Public Health. 
Kritchezski recommended “a 
well-rounded diet, 
eaten in 
moderation.” 
Sen. Henry Bellmon, R-Okla., 
asked what specific diet Gori 
would recommend for a 50- 
year-old male blue-collar work­ 
er who wanted to cut his 
chances of getting cancer. 
The scientist said such a man 
probably is overweight and 
would need to cut calories by 
reducing his intake of food with 
fat, such as meat, milk, sugars 
and starches.

to cancer risk 


WASHINGTON

- 
Americans who fail to eat a 
balanced diet or eat too much 
are promoting their chances for 
cancer, five scientists told Con­ 
gress. 
However, the scientists were 
cautious when asked for details 
on what specific foods and 
brands would be either good or 
bad for an individual. 


Improper diets are related to 
60 per cent of all types of can­ 
cer in women and 41 per cent 
of those in men, Dr. Gio B. 
Gori, deputy director of the Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute’s divi­ 
sion of cancer cause and pre­ 
vention, told the Senate Select 
N utrition 
C om m ittee 
on 
Wednesday. 


The scientists were careful to 
emphasize that an imbalanced 
diet has not been found to be a 
cause of cancer but rather is 
associated with the disease's 
development. 
An excess of fats, for ex­ 
ample, 
has 
been 
especially 
linked in research to breast and 
colon cancer, they said. The 
panelists would not condemn 
any specific types or brands of 
food, despite urging by some 
senators. 
Gori said that he thought 
“ any modification of our diet in 
the right direction should effect 


a uecnne in the incidences of 
these cancers in five to ten 
years.” By way of comparison, 
if everyone stopped smoking, 
he said, it would be 10 years 
before lung cancer cases would 
noticeably decline nationwide. 
Smoking is “ the single, clear­ 
est cause” of cancer, he said, 
and “ the most preventable.... 
We don’t need to smoke, we do 
need to eat.” 
Others on the panel were 
Drs. G erald Wogan, professor 
of food toxicology at the Mas­ 
sachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology; Dave Kritchezski, of 
Philadelphia’s W istar Institute; 
E rnest L. W ynder, president of 
the Am erican Health Founda­ 
tion and editor of the P re­ 
ventative

Journal; 
and D M. 
Hegsted, nutrition 
professor a t H arvard Univer­ 
sity School of Public Health. 
Kritchezski recommended "a

Sen. Henry Bellmon, R-Okla , 
asked what specific diet Gori 
would recom m end for a 50-

would need to cut calories by 
reducing his intake of food with 
fat, such as m eat, milk, sugars 
and starches.

official capacities or such as has 
happened recently, a railroad 
would bring a suit for taxes paid 
.under protest, then it would be 
the 
responsibility 
of 
the 


prosecuting 
attorney 
to 


represent the office of the 
county official. 
So it is basically two-fold, I 


think. One is criminal and the 
other is as advisor and attorney 
for the county officials. 
MOORE: I feel the primary 


responsibility of the prosecuting 
attorney is to enforce the 
criminal law. The prosecuting 
attorney also is the law officer 
for all county officers and the 
County Court, and should render 
his legal opinion to these officers 
and to the court without charge 
when requested to do so. 
But, the chief function of any 


prosecuting attorney is as chief 
law enforcement officer of the 
county. He must review and 
consider 
each and every 


criminal case brought by 
private citizens or brought to his 
office by any police officer, 
highway patrolman or sheriff’s 
officer. 
It is his responsibility not just 


to seek a conviction in the cases 
that are brought, but to make a 
determination first whether or 


not charges should be filed and 
to determine if the person is 
guilty or innocent. And, if he 
determines the person is in­ 
nocent, to cease any further 
prosecution; or, if he deter­ 
mines he is guilty, to attempt to 
seek a conviction. 
QUESTION: 
Should 
the 
prosecuting attorney conduct 
private practice while he Is in 
office, in your opinion? 
SHY: It is a fact that it is done. 


I believe that the prosecutor has 
a primary responsibility to the 
citizens who have elected him. If 
he does have a private practice, 
and he must choose between the 
two, I feel that his duties as 
prosecutor should always come 
first. 
To ' answer the question 


specifically, I agree with the 
practice as long as it is limited 
by the above guidelines. 
BLANTON: The prosecuting 


attorney cannot conduct private 
criminal 
law 
practice. 
He 


cannot defend anyone accused 
of a crime either in a state court 
or in even a municipal court. 
However, I think that as far as 
civil practice is concerned, in a 
county of this size, he should 
conduct a private practice as 
long as his duties as prosecuting 
attorney are fully performed. 
MOORE: In our state with the 


present setup, I do not feel there 
is any 
choice but for the 
prosecuting attorney to conduct 
a private practice. The county 
and the state do not provide 
ample salary or funds to pay a 
prosecuting attorney enough to 
otherwise engage in the full­ 
time business of 
being a 
prosecutor. 
If 
he were a 
full-time 
prosecutor, he would face the 
possibility of being defeated 
while in office, which would 
mean he would have to start all 
over again in the practice of law. 
This would mean that persons 
running for office would nor­ 
mally be persons fresh out of 
school with little or no actual 
experience or persons who 
otherwise wish to retire from the 
practice of law. 
In addition, the County Court 


states that they do not have the 
funds to pay the prosecuting 
attorney nor the funds to provide 
him with an office or the 
requirements of his office. At 
the present time, the County 
Court owns one typewriter and I 
furnish the county with four 
typewriters from my own office. 
The county owns no dictating 
equipment, and I furnish the 
county with seven dictating 
units. 
I likewise furnish all of the 


desks, conference tables, chairs 
and other equipment used by the 
office. If the prosecuting at­ 
torneys office was in the 
courthouse, with the prosecutor 
being a full-time prosecutor, and 
not engaged in the practice of 
law, this equipment, as well as 
much other equipment would 
have to be furnished by the 
county and the expense paid by 
the county. 
QUESTION: Do you feel that 


light jail sentences with lengthy 
probationary terms deter or 
encourage crime? 
SHY: I do not have the 


statistics nor do I know of any 
that would allow me to answer 
that question specifically. I feel 
that there are situations that 
require light sentences and 
lengthy 
probation, 
and 


situations that require heavy 
sentences and no probation, and 
situations that require heavy 
sentences 
and 
lengthy 


probation, etc. 
In short, the prosecutor deals 


with 
people 
in 
various 


situations, 
and 
people and 


situations vary. For this reason, 
I feel it is important for the 
people to chose a prosecutor 
whom they have faith in to make 
the proper value judgements. 
I have seen persons accused of 


crimes come into court knowing 
that they will probably receive 
probation, and I have seen the 
opposite. I believe the proper 
action is to consider each 
situation and not to deal in 
generalities.

BLANTON: I think, to answer 
that question, you would have to 
consider the individual case. In 
certain instances lengthy jail 
sentences would be good and 
proper. When a person is being 
sentenced by the court,normally 
the Board of Probation and 
Parole will conduct an in­ 
vestigation of the person; and 
the object of this investigation is 
to try to determine whether this 
person is a good risk for 
probation or not. 
Certain people commit certain 
very serious crimes, and for the 
serious 
crimes they should 
receive lengthy prison terms. 
Other persons may commit a 
crime, and their background is 
such that they have not done 
anything wrong in the past. 
Chances are that with proper 
supervision, they could be good 
citizens, and if they would be 
good risks for functioning as 
good citizens, then in that in­ 
stance, 
a 
sentence 
and 
probation, could be a good tool. 
The penitentiary especially is 
filled up. I don’t know that many 
people are helped by going to the 
penitentiary, 
but society is 
protected by some persons going 
to the penitentiary. 


On the other hand, it is ex­ 
pensive to keep people in the 
penitentiary, and society is 
going to have to deal with 
persons when they do come out. 
If their background is such 
that they would be a good risk 
and could be a productive 
citizen. I would think probation 
would be a good course for these 
persons. 
Of course, probation is just 
that. If the person on probation 
or parole commits a crime, then 
his probation is revoked and he 
has to serve his sentence. 
MOORE: This is somewhat of 
a moot question. The main 
deterrent to crime is the face of 
vigorous prosecution. Whether 
the sentence is light or heavy 
must depend and rest solely on 
the facts of each case and the 
nature of the criminal activity, 
whether or not that person 
should be granted probation 
rests upon the offense and the 
person’s past record. 
I do not feel that probation 
should be granted in any crime 
of violence, such as armed 
robbery, rape, a molestation or 
other personal physical contact. 
I feel that in many cases where 
the person is a first-time of­ 
fender, probation is the best 
solution. As he is brought before 
the criminal courts, he knows 
that he stands sentenced and is 
given an opportunity to conduct 
his activities to conform with the 
requirements of scoiety. 
QUESTION: Do you feel that 
lengthy jail sentences would 
seriously overcrowd county jail 
facilities? If so, what would be 
your alternative? 
SHY: Ideally, I do not feel that 
the amount of people in jail 
should have anything to do with 
the length of the sentence that a 
particular 
person 
should 
receive. If we reach this point, I 
feel the only responsible solution 
is 
to 
provide 
additional 
facilities. 
If this is economically im­ 
possible, the court may have no 
acceptable alternative other 
than probations, which may or 
may not be an acceptable 
solution, 
depending 
on 
the 
circumstance. 
BLANTON: I think there has 
to be a destinction made bet­ 
ween jail sentence (which is the 
county jail) and penitentiary 
sentence (which is the state 
penitentiary in Jefferson City. 
I don’t think the Scott County 
jail is overcrowded at this time. 
I think there are people serving 
a year’s sentence in the county 
jail. I think these persons have 
been repeat offenders. I think 
that a lengthy jail sentence here 
in the county jail could be a 
deterrent to the commission of 
the same crime. 
Again, if the judge feels that a 
person has served sufficient 
length of time in the county jail, 
this person can be paroled even 
though his sentence might be a 


year. But, again, there is a 
difference between the county 
jail and the penitentiary sen­ 
tences in Jefferson City, which 
can go up to life. 


MOORE: If we are talking 
only of jail sentences, they 
would, because the county jails 
not only in Scott County, but in 
all 
counties 
in southeast 
Missouri do not have sufficient 
facilities to house a great 
number of persons. 
If we are talking in terms of 
penitentiary sentences, we are 
again talking about the same 
problem. The penitentiary is 
now so full, in many instances 
prisoners are being housed in 
the corridors and hallways of 
the penal institution. 
However, if the nature of the 
crime is one that indicates a 
lengthy jail sentence or a 
penitentiary sentence, then we 
have no choice but to attempt to 
obtain such a sentence as a 
prosecutor, and then if the 
remedy is to reform our penal 
facilities, strive to do so. 
I feel again that the use of 
probation in cases where in­ 
dicated is a good tool for law 
enforcement officers. In many 
cases, however, I feel that 
maybe the person should be 
admitted to a short period in jail 
and later placed on parole, with 
a great portion of his sentence 
left unserved to encourage his 
conformance to the law. 
QUESTION: Do you feel there is 
sufficient workload to warrant 
an increase in the prosecuting 
attorney’s staff. Are there areas 
into which the prosecuting at­ 
torney’s office should have more 
influence than is currently the 
case? 


SHY: I feel that the present 
staff is adequate, providing the 
positions 
are 
filled 
with 
dedicated, hardworking people. 
I believe the people in this 
county have come to realize that 
the way to solve our problems is 
not to employ more people and 
create more red tape. 
Most of us manage to do a few 
things well, or many things 
poorly. The prosecutor has a 
tremendous 
amount 
of 
respomibUity and, through his 
training as a lawyer, should be 
equipped 
to 
handle 
that 


responsibility. We should bear in 
mind that the prosecutor is the 
county’s lawyer and, as such, 
does have an influence over the 
other areas of county govern­ 
ment. 
BLANTON: As I understand 
it, there are two attorneys now 
in the prosecuting attorney’s 
office and four full-time office 
personnel. If these people are 
working part-time for the county 
and part-time for the private 
practice of the prosecuting 
attorney, then the county should 
only pay for that part of their 
services that is done for the 
county. If these people are 
working full-time for the county, 
then I would think it would be 
appropriate for the county to 
pay them full-time. 
I think the prosecuting at­ 
torney’s areas of work are set 
down by state statute, and this 
work goes into many areas. I 
don’t think anything outside 
those areas is the proper work of 
the prosecuting attorney. 
MOORE: The workload in the 
Scott County prosecuting at­ 
torney’s office is as great as any 
other 
office 
in southeast 
Missouri. In Scott County last 
year, we had 3,380 cases, only 
100 less than Cape Girardeau 
County, a second class county, 
during the same time period. We 
are working with much fewer 
people in the office. 
However, I feel the major 
area where we need an increase 
in prosecuting attorney’s staff is 
the necessity of a criminal in­ 
vestigator who would be a 
deputy sheriff, but who would be 
directly under the prosecuting 
attorney. 
Most law enforcement officers 
feel that when they solve the 
crime, and they themselves are 
convinced of the guilt of the 
person 
arrested, 
that their 
responsibility is at an end. They 
do 
not 
consider 
the 
requirements 
of 
the 
prosecutor’s 
office 
to tie 
together the evidence needed to 
be presented in a court of law in 
order to convict this person that 
they arrested. 
Tliis would be the main duty 
and function of a criminal in­ 
vestigator for the prosecutor’s 
office. He would also investigate 
complaints made directly to the 


prosecutor and be able to give 
him a report on the facts 
surrounding these matters. 
I do not believe that the 
prosecuting attorney’s office 
should have any more influence 
than it currently has. It is now 
and has been the duty of the 
prosecuting attorney in every 
criminal case to decide whether 
or not a case should be filed, and 
if so, to designate the exact 
nature of that case. 
For instance, if a citizens band 
radio is taken from a car, it may 
be charged as theft of a CB 
radio, 
which 
may 
be 
a 
misdemeanor or a felony, 
depending on the value of the 
radio, or it may be designated as 
tampering with a motor vehicle, 
which is in every case a felony 
and carries different ranges of 
punishment. 
One of the major needs right 
now is for an increase in the 
amount of pay allowed to a 
stenographer or secretary for 
the prosecutor’s office. At the 
present time, this is limited to 
$4,000 per year, which is not 
sufficient to meet the federal 
minimum wage requirement, 
and the remainder of the money 
must be paid by the prosecuting 
attorney himself. 
QUESTION: Do you have any 
other statement to make? 
SHY: I appreciate the in­ 
vitation to take part in this in­ 
terview, and encourage all Scott 
County voters to participate in 
this most important election. 
BLANTON: I feel I am 
qualified for the office of 
prosecuting attorney and I have 
stated those qualifications in 
answers to the earlier questions. 
MOORE: For many years 
citizens have not realized the 
importance of the prosecuting 
attorney’s office. It is statistical 
fact that the prosecuting at­ 
torney of any county affects 
approximately one out of every 
three families during a single 
term of office. 
The prosecuting attorney is 
the chief law enforcement of­ 
ficer of the county, and I feel 
that everyone, when voting for 
the prosecuting attorney, should 
strongly 
consider 
the 
qualifications of all candidates 
for this office and make their 
decision based thereon.

On the other hand, it is ex­ 
pensive to keep people in the 
penitentiary, 
and 
society 
is 
going to have to deal with 
persons when they do come out. 
If their background is such 
that they would be a good risk 
and 
could 
be 
a 
productive 
citizen. I would think probation 
would be a good course for these 
persons. 
Of course, probation is just 
that. If the person on probation 
or parole comm its a crime, then 
his probation is revoked and he 
has to serve his sentence. 
MOORE: This is somewhat of 
a 
moot question. 
The main 
deterrant to crim e is the face of 
vigorous prosecution. Whether 
the sentence is light or heavy 
must depend and rest solely on 
the facts of each case and the 
nature of the crim inal activity, 
whether or not that person 
should be granted probation 
rests upon the offense and the 
person’s past record. 
I do not feel that probation 
should be granted in any crim e 
of violence, 
such as arm ed 
robbery, rape, a molestation or 
other personal physical contact. 
I feel that in m any cases where 
the person is a first-tim e of­ 
fender, probation is the best 
solution As he is brought before 
the crim inal courts, he knows 
that he stands sentenced and is 
given an opportunity to conduct 
his activities to conform with the 
requirem ents of scoiety. 
QUESTION: Do you feel that 
lengthy jail sentences would 
seriously overcrowd county jail 
facilities? If so, what would be 
your alternative? 
SHY: Ideally, I do not feel that 
the amount of people in jail 
should have anything to do with 
the length of the sentence that a 
p a rticu la r 
person 
should 
receive. If we reach this point, I 
feel the only responsible solution 
is 
to 
provide 
additional 
facilities 
If this is economically im­ 
possible. the court may have no 
acceptable 
alternative 
other 
than probations, which may or 
m ay 
not 
be 
an 
acceptable 
solution, 
depending 
on 
the 
circum stance 
BLANTON: I think there has 
to be a destinction made bet­ 
ween jail sentence (which is the 
county jail) and penitentiary 
sentence (which is the state 
penitentiary in Jefferson City. 
I don’t think the Scott County 
jail is overcrowded at this time 
I think there are people serving 
a year's sentence in the county 
jail. I think these persons have 
been repeat offenders. I think 
that a lengthy jail sentence here 
in the county jail could be a 
deterrant to the commission of 
the sam e crim e 
Again, if the judge feels that a 
person has served sufficient 
length of tim e in the county jail, 
this person can be paroled even 
though his sentence might be a 


year. But, again, there is a 
difference between the county 
jail and the penitentiary sen­ 
tences in Jefferson City, which 
can go up to life. 


MOORE: If we are talking 
only of jail sentences, they 
would, because the county jails 
not only in Scott County, but in 
all 
counties 
in 
so u th east 
Missouri do not have sufficient 
facilities 
to 
house 
a 
great 
num ber of persons. 
If we are talking in term s of 
penitentiary sentences, we are 
again talking about the sam e 
problem. The penitentiary is 
now so full, in many instances 
prisoners are being housed in 
the corridors and hallways of 
the penal institution. 
However, if the nature of the 
crim e is one that indicates a 
lengthy 
jail 
sentence 
or 
a 
penitentiary sentence, then we 
have no choice but to attem pt to 
obtain such a sentence as a 
prosecutor, 
and 
then if the 
rem edy is to reform our penal 
facilities, strive to do so. 
I feel again that the use of 
probation in cases where in­ 
dicated is a good tool for law 
enforcement officers. In m any 
cases, 
however, 
I feel that 
maybe the person should be 
adm itted to a short period in jail 
and later placed on parole, with 
a great portion of his sentence 
left unserved to encourage his 
conform ance to the law. 
QUESTION: Do you feel there is 
sufficient workload to w arrant 
an increase in the prosecuting 
attorney's staff. Are there areas 
into which the prosecuting at­ 
torney's office should havi more 
influence than is currently the 
case? 


SHY: I feel that the present 
staff is adequate, providing the 
positions 
a re 
filled 
w ith 
dedicated, hardworking people. 
I believe the people in this 
county have come to realize that 
the way to solve our problems is 
not to employ more people and 
create m ore red tape. 
Most of us m anage to do a few 
things well, or many things 
poorly. The prosecutor has a 
trem en d o u s 
am ount 
of 
responsibility and, through his 
training as a lawyer, should be 
equipped 
to 
handle 
th at 


responsibility. We should bear in 
mind that the prosecutor is the 
county’s law yer and, as such, 
does have an influence over the 
other areas of county govern­ 
ment. 
BLANTON: As I understand 
it, there are two attorneys now 
in the prosecuting attorney’s 
office and four full-time office 
personnel. If these people are 
working part-tim e for the county 
and part-tim e for the private 
practice 
of 
the 
prosecuting 
attorney, then the county should 
only pay for that part of their 
services that is done for the 
county. 
If these people are 
working full-time for the county, 
then I would think it would be 
appropriate for the county to 
pay them full-time. 
I think the prosecuting at­ 
torney’s areas of work are set 
down by state statute, and this 
work goes into many areas. I 
don’t think anything outside 
those areas is the proper work of 
the prosecuting attorney. 
MOORE: The workload in the 
Scott County prosecuting at­ 
torney’s office is as great as any 
o ther 
office 
in 
so u th east 
Missouri. In Scott County last 
year, we had 3,380 cases, only 
100 less than Cape Girardeau 
County, a second class county, 
during the sam e tim e period. We 
are working with much fewer 
people in the office. 
However, I feel the m ajor 
area where we need an increase 
in prosecuting attorney’s staff is 
the necessity of a crim inal in­ 
vestigator 
who would 
be a 
deputy sheriff, but who would be 
directly under the prosecuting 
attorney. 
Most law enforcement officers 
feel that when they solve the 
crim e, and they themselves are 
convinced of the guilt of the 
person 
arrested, 
that 
their 
responsibility is at an end. They 
do 
not 
consider 
the 
re q u ire m e n ts 
of 
the 
p ro se cu to r's 
office 
to 
tie 
together the evidence needed to 
be presented in a court of law in 
order to convict this person that 
they arrested. 
This would be the main duty 
and function of a crim inal in­ 
vestigator for the prosecutor's 
office. He would also investigate 
complaints made directly to the 


prosecutor and be able to give 
him 
a 
report on the facts 
surrounding these matters. 
I do not believe that the 
prosecuting 
attorney’s 
office 
should have any more influence 
than it currently has. It is now 
and has been the duty of the 
prosecuting attorney in every 
crim inal case to decide w hether 
or not a case should be filed, and 
if so, to designate the exact 
nature of that case. 
F or instance, if a citizens band 
radio is taken from a car, it may 
be charged as theft of a CB 
rad io , 
w hich 
m ay 
be 
a 
m isd em ean o r or a 
felony, 
depending on the value of the 
radio, or it may be designated as 
tam pering with a motor vehicle, 
which is in every case a felony 
and carries different ranges of 
punishment. 
One of the m ajor needs right 
now is for an increase in the 
amount of pay allowed to a 
stenographer or secretary for 
the prosecutor’s office. At the 
present tim e, this is limited to 
$4,000 per year, which is not 
sufficient to meet the federal 
m inimum wage requirement, 
and the rem ainder of the money 
m ust be paid by the prosecuting 
attorney himself. 
QUESTION: Do you have any 
other statem ent to make? 
SHY: 
I appreciate the in­ 
vitation to take part in this in­ 
terview, and encourage all Scott 
County voters to participate in 
this most im portant election. 
BLANTON: 
I feel I am 
qualified 
for 
the 
office 
of 
prosecuting attorney and I have 
stated those qualifications in 
answ ers to the earlier questions. 
MOORE: 
For many years 
citizens have not realized the 
im portance of the prosecuting 
attorney's office. It is statistical 
fact that the prosecuting at­ 
torney of any county affects 
approxim ately one out of every 
three families during a single 
term of office. 
The prosecuting attorney is 
the chief law enforcement of­ 
ficer of the county, and I feel 
that everyone, when voting for 
the prosecuting attorney, should 
stro n g ly 
consider 
the 
qualifications of all candidates 
for this office and make their 
decision based thereon.

Woman needs 
counseling help

DEAR DR. LAMB - I hope 
you can help me. I have a 
rather different problem. I 
am a fearful person. I stopped 
smoking in 1963 when the 
report came out about cancer 
because the thought terrified 
me. Now, since J ’ve learned 
that the percentage of cancer 
in the wives of uncircumcised 
men is higher, I’m afraid of 
that. I was always bothered by 
bleeding vaginal ulcers but 
since I’ve kept away from my 
husband I haven’t had any. 
My husband doesn’t do 
anything about getting cir­ 
cumcised. I am also terrified 
of pregnancy and that’s 
another reason. 
My husband smokes and I 
have tried to talk to him about 
it because our two daughters 
and I don’t and he fills the 
house with cigarette smoke 
and endangers us. I don’t 
think it’s fair. When I say 
something he makes a nasty 
remark about giving up 
everything, or not doing 
anything else — referring to 
sex. He knows about my fears 
of cancer and pregnancy, yet 
he’s so nasty about it. 
What can we do? I can’t en­ 
joy sex with these large fears 
and how can I get him to quit 
smoking? Please answer 
either way as I consider it a 
major problem in our lives 
and I have no one else to talk 
to. I am also deathly afraid of 
contraceptives of any kind so 
don’t suggest those. 
DEAR READER - Let me 
say at the outset that you 
could benefit from some 
professional counseling. 
I 
think your fears in so many 
areas are a sign that you need 
help. They may also be 
cam ouflaging the real 
problems you may have in 
your marriage. 
Despite the fact that a wide­ 
ly syndicated advice column 
recently stated that uncir­ 
cumcised men increase the 
chances of their wives getting 
cancer of the cervix, the infor- 


mation is out of date and in­ 
correct. More recent studies 
have 
shown 
that 
the 
relationship to cervical 
cancer is more complex. Girls 
who have m ultiple sex 
partners and start sex lives 
early are more prone to 
cancer of the cervix. Even a 
virgin can develop it, of 
course, but her chances are 
far less. The danger of cancer 
is to the uncircumcised male, 
not his partner. 
There are some relatively 
safe contraceptives. You can 
consider an IUD. Or if that 
frightens you, and you and 
your husband are through hav­ 
ing children, you could have a 
tubal ligation. Then you would 
be free of side effects of any 
contraceptive and free of 
danger of getting pregnant. 
I agree that it is most dis- 
ag reeab le to liv e with 
someone who smokes when 
you do not. You could com­ 
promise though and your hus­ 
band could smoke outside the 
house or he might even be 
willing to quit if you would 
make an effort to correct 
some of the problems between 
you. However, you must 
realize that when you are 
afraid of sex, afraid of 
pregancy and then also want 
him to quit smoking, he might 
have legitimate grounds for 
complaining. Your letter 
shows that you expect him to 
make the changes, get cir­ 
cumcised, and quit smoking, 
yet you don’t want to use con­ 
traceptives. I don’t doubt that 
these problems are straining 
your marriage.

DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 hope 
you can help me. I have a 
rather different problem. I 
am a fearful person. I stopped 
smoking in 1963 when the 
report came out about cancer 
because the thought terrified 
me. Now, since I ’ve learned 
that the percentage of cancer 
in the wives of uncircumcised 
men is higher, I’m afraid of 
that. I was always bothered by 
bleeding vaginal ulcers but 
since I’ve kept away from my 
husband I haven't had any. 
My husband doesn’t do 
anything about getting cir­ 
cumcised. I am also terrified 
of pregnancy and th a t’s 
another reason. 
My husband smokes and I 
have tried to talk to him about 
it because our two daughters 
and I don't and he fills the 
house with cigarette smoke 
and endangers us. I don’t 
think it’s fair. When I say 
something he makes a nasty 
rem a rk about giving up 
everything, or not doing 
anything else — referring to 
sex. He knows about my fears 
of cancer and pregnancy, yet 
he's so nasty about it. 
What can we do? I can’t en­ 
joy sex with these large fears 
and how can I get him to quit 
sm oking? P lea se answ er 
either way as I consider it a 
major problem in our lives 
and I have no one else to talk 
to. I am also deathly afraid of 
contraceptives of any kind so 
don’t suggest those. 
DEAR READER - Let me 
say at the outset that you 
could benefit from some 
professional 
counseling. 
I 
think your fears in so many 
areas are a sign that you need 
help. They m ay also be 
c a m o u f l a g i n g 
the r e a l 
problems you may have in 
your marriage. 
Despite the fact that a wide­ 
ly syndicated advice column 
recently stated that uncir­ 
cumcised men increase the 
chances of their wives getting 
cancer of the cervix, the infor­ 


mation is out of date and in­ 
correct. More recent studies 
h a v e 
s h o w n 
t h a t 
t h e 
rela tio n sh ip 
to c e rv ic a l 
cancer is more complex. Girls 
who have mul t i pl e sex 
partners and start sex lives 
early are m ore prone to 
cancer of the cervix. Even a 
virgin can develop it, of 
course, but her chances are 
far less. The danger of cancer 
is to the uncircumcised male, 
not his partner. 
There are some relatively 
safe contraceptives. You can 
consider an IUD. Or if that 
frightens you, and you and 
your husband are through hav­ 
ing children, you could have a 
tubal ligation. Then you would 
be free of side effects of any 
contraceptive and free of 
danger of getting pregnant. 
I agree that it is most dis- 
a g r e e a b l e to live wi t h 
someone who smokes when 
you do not. You could com­ 
promise though and your hus­ 
band could smoke outside the 
house or he might even be 
willing to quit if you would 
make an effort to correct 
some of the problems between 
you. However, you m ust 
realize that when you are 
afraid of sex, afraid of 
pregancy and then also want 
him to quit smoking, he might 
have legitimate grounds for 
com plaining 
Your le tte r 
shows that you expect him to 
make the changes, get cir­ 
cumcised, and quit smoking, 
yet you don’t want to use con­ 
traceptives. I don’t doubt that 
these problems are straining 
your marriage.

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Billboards to encourage nutrition 
U.S. banks aid undeveloped nations 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re­ 
member driving down the high­ 
way in the old days and being 
entertained by those signs that 
read: 
"The monkey took one look 
at Jim 
"And threw the peanuts back 
at him. 
"He needed Burma Shave." 
Well, maybe the government 
should sell nutrition the way 
Burma Shave used to sell shav­ 
ing soap, says Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn. 
At a hearing Tuesday, federal 
health officials stressed the 
need to encourage Americans 
to take more interest in nutri­ 
tional eating habits. 
It occurred to Humphrey that 
the Pentagon spends millions of 
dollars for roadside advertising 
in its constant search for en­ 
listees. So, he asked, why not 
billboards telling people that 
eating right can help them live 


longer? 
"And 
believe 
me, 
most 
people would rather live longer 
than join the Army," Humph­ 
rey suggested. 
That doesn’t mean that signs 
extolling the virtue of good eat­ 
ing habits will spring up over­ 
night, but someday, you might 
see billboards like this along 
the freeway: 
"For Sam and Sue it was the 
finish, 
"When Sam refused to eat his 
spinach. 
"He needed: Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare." 
One thing for which the gov­ 
ernment is well known, how­ 
ever, is the competitive sprit 
among the various departments 
and bureaus that make it up. 
Therefore, you can expect other 
agencies to get into the act. 
"Throat feel scratchy? Cough 
and choke? 
"We tried to tell you not to 


smoke. 
"Listen to your Surgeon Gen­ 
eral." 
If the campaign works, you 
can expect the military to ditch 
its old advertising campaigns 
and begin slapping up Burma 
Shave-style signs along more 
fertile fields. 
"Is your old car hard to 
crank? 
“Trade it for our Patton tank 
“—The U.S. Army." 
And then, one day, no doubt 
the ultimate in roadside signs: 
"Fight 
pollution, 
if 
you 
please, 
. "By ripping off dumb signs 
like these. 
“—Environmental Protection 
Agency."

NEW YORK (AP) - At the 
end of 1975 the six largest 
United States banks had nearly 
912 billion in loans outstanding 
to 15 less developed nations 
which were not guaranteed by 
American companies or govern­ 
ment agencies. 
Considerably 
more 
in­ 
debtedness was run up by these 
economically troubled nations, 
but a good part of that at least 
is guaranteed by governmental 
agencies, 
however 
insecure 
they too might be. 
Some of these natios, as you 
are well aware, are undergoing 
serious economic difficulties, 
and some have political prob­ 
lems as well. In some, a poor 
crop or commodity price fluc­ 
tuations could be deadly. 


Assessing the situation, a 
good many observers have 
been outspoken in their view 
that massive defaults could en­ 
sue, unbalancing not only the 
economy of the United States 
but much of the industrialized 
world. 
Nonsense, says one of those 
deeply involved, the First Na­ 
tional City Bank. It maintains 
that while there might be some 
pains and even defaults, "the 
international financial markets 
have a proven Capacity to ab­ 
sorb shocks." 
Large as it might seem, the 
bank said, that $12 billion owed 
to just six large banks account­ 
ed for about 5 per cent of their 
combined assets at the end of 
1975. 


It states that a survey of the 
21 largest U.S. banks yielded 
similar results, specifically that 
such loans as a percentage of 
combined assets were about 4.5 
per cent. 
So, it argues, “the portfolios 
of U.S. banks are sufficiently 
diversified to withstand even a 
massive rescheduling of LDC— 
less developed country — debt, 
which is unlikely to occur." 
The bank reasons also that 
governments today aren’t likely 
to permit severe and prolonged 
contractions of their money 
stock. 
Governments, it says, unlike 
private business enterprises, 
are not dissolved when their fi­ 
nancial obligatimis exceed their 
financial resources. "So long as 


governments utilize their sover­ 
eign power to levy taxes, debts 
can be serviced and retired." 
Even those loans that are ex­ 
tended to private entities are 


often guaranteed by national 


governments, parent companies 
in the more developed countries 
and international agencies.
